The report was published In the 
inriuentlal French language nswi- 
paper, CathoUa Action, and w 
derslood to have been made before 
the Quebec cabinet, presumably 
early last week before Churchin left 
for his three-day conference with 
President Rooseelt at Hyde Park. 

Tbe newspaper published the ri 
. art as a "rumor" but It also had 
been known confidentially by 
number of persons for the last s< 
eral days. 

Tbe report. If true, would be al- 
most revolutionary for the conserrs- 
tlve Churchill, vho consistently his 
promised hla people nothing but 
'lilood. sweat and tears." and would 
support- previous predictions that 
tremendous blows are plaimcd 
against Hitler's European, rortrcis 
within the next few weeks. 

The newspaper aald Churchill' 
statement was made m French and 
was. to tbe effect the war would be 
over "d id o une deml dousalne de 
mois"-Kir, literally, Irom n( 
within tlx months. ' 

The prime minister's prediction 
was supposed, to have dealt only 
with Oermany and not the war 
against Japan. 

The dispatch was written by Lor- 
enso Pare, the newspaper's regulsr 
Ottawa correspondent now assigned 
to the conference, and did not refer 
to tho Pacific war.

A great majority of Japancse-Ameclcans 
In relocation camps aro as loyal as th* aver- 
agc Joo Doakea. The only excuse (or. their 
having been evacuated and put behind barb- 
ed wire was our own failure to plan ahead 
when we knew that war with Japan was in^ 
evltablc. 

All feasibly InvcEtlgattons have been made 
long since. Barring overt antl-Amerlcan acts, 
the WHA win know no more next ChrlatmoJ 
than It did last Easter about who Is loyal 
and who la not. 

Vet avowed pro-Japanese have been left 
mingled Intilscrimlnatoly with good Ameri- 
cans — Icit free to argue, taunt, tease, threat- 
en, cajole the good Amcrlcons; to weaken 
their Americanism by reiterating tho Injus- 
tice of their Incarceration. 
. They recall to them how little constitution- 
al rlghtA mean If one has a yellow akin and 
mongoloid features; to oak them why they 
should expect ever again to mingle with 
Caucasian Americans on a baala of friend- 
ship. 

Because pro-Japanese, self-avowed, wero 
left mingled with pro-Americans of Japanese 
- ancestry, Caucasian Americana had no way of 
knowing which was which, and too often have 
adopted the very unfortunata viewpoint of 
General DcWltt that "a Jap's a Jap, and It 
makes no difference If he Is an American 
citizen." 

Unpreparedness and hysteria caused us to 
do an Injustice to 70,000 American citizens — 
to deprive them of liberty and property solely 
because of their race and color. 

Developments have demonstrated that In 
communities Ilka our own, where many of 
these loyal Japancse-Amorlcans arc Incar- 
cerated, the concentration Itself makes for 
greater Intolerance, When these unfortunates 
are given an opportunity to relocato them- 
selves, many of thom prefer to go elsewhere 
because they find the people mors con- 
siderate. 

Because most of these loyal Japanese have 
been patient and philosophical, there Is still 
time to rectify our mistake, Once the bad 
Japs are setrcegatcd from tho loyal Japanese- 
Americans, the latter should be properly re- 
located as soon as possible. Only then, by the 
sweat of their brows, can they begin to re- 
habilitate themselves. That*s the opportunity 
they need to overcome the suspicions to which 
they have been unfairly subjected while liv- 
ing In concentration camps. 




COMPLICATIONS ' 
The Tax Foundation predicts r revolt 
ai^alnst t|ie pay-as-you-eam Income tax sys- 
tem—a revolt not against tha burden of tho 
tax, or the eminently sane method of col- 
. lection,' but against the enormous complica- 
tions which were saddled upon an originally 
simple idea. 

Beginning Sept. 16 the astounding hodge- 
podge which has been thrown together will 
begin to become apparent. Flmt, most work- 
ers (and others, but It' Is the workers who 
hate and fear statistical forms) must file 
estimates as to how mudi they will earn In 
1013, In December many must file revisions 
of their estimates. 

Then comes March 15, the always dreaded 
Ides of March, next year worae than ever. 
Wltjiout calling in an ovoralied law factory 
to piece together all the bad news, some Idea 
can be given. 

Each of us will prepare a tax return. In It he 
will figure the Victory tax he owes, on one 
basis, and deduct that portion which \i be- 
ing collected weekly. On another basis tit/ 
will figure his normal Income tax. On a third 
ho will compute his aurtax. 

From these be will deduct the tax collected 
weekly on the pay-aa-you-eom baala— not 
the enUre deduction, but that porUon which 
Is not credited against Victory tax. 

Is that all? Oh, no. Vdu remember tho 
treasury refused to perrhit writing the entke 
year 1943 off the books. It wanted to d6 some- 
thliis for lower Income people without help- 
ing those In Ugher brackets.

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A message from the United States Treasury about

SOME QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS ABOUT YOUR TAX BILL 



Q. How much of my federal tax payments is being spent on war 
and how mucli on so^mlled "nonnal" expenditures? 

A. About 969^ 6f your tax paymeats are oirrcntlj' going to pay for direct war 
expenditures. Only one dollar in every rweaty-two you pay, therefore, goes 
fisrall other federal expenses, most of which are iudireoly to aid the war e&m. 

Q. How much of the total war blH is being paid currently out of 
taxes? 

A. A little over one-third. 

Q. is tills proportion higher or lower than In England and Canada? 

A. Lower. Both Canada and Great Britain are paying approximately half of 
their war expeases through taxation. 

Q. Is there any way other than taxes and war bonds by which 
the government could finance our share of the V^ar? 

A. Here is. The govcrmnent could Borrow &om the commercial h inlrn , , 



which would put even greater spending power in the hands of the people 
—thus creating a basis for inflation. 

Q. Is there any other advantage in financing as large a share 
of the war bill as possible through taxes? 

A. Yes— and a very real one to you, die ttxpayer. All dje bills for the cost 
of the war must be paid sooner or later tbiougb taxation, but if paid cas' 
tcntly, from taxes, there will be no interest charge to mount over the yeaa 
and provide an extra burden for you to cany. 

Q. So far, so good. But don't you think taxation is unfair In the 
way it distributes the bunlen for all this? 

A* Oo die contrary, and we believe you will agree if you think it througji, 
that taxes are the fiiirest, most equitable way to pay for the war. That's 
because Federal Income taxes are levied on ability to paj for something tiiat 
all of us need and must have — victory iiow, a Kmnd America later. .
